ENERAL VON ARNIM’S 
Panzers, striking at the 
Allied forces in Central Tunisia, 
in an effort to guard the flank of

Shortage 


HE real reason for the milk 
- shortage is that many people 


who. used to produce milk have 


sold off some of their herds, Mr. 
P. Ryan, secretary of the Milk 
Producers’ Association, told an 
Irish Times reporter yesterday. 
This is due partly to increased 
tillage and partly to the difficulty 
of getting winter feeding. 

Another reason, he continued, is 


| that, in the absence of imported 


concentrated foods, cows do not give 
the same yield of milk. 

One of the most important factors 
bearing on the shortage of milk -in 
the city area is the fact. that:people 


grassland for the summer, as. distinct 
from. the city” dairymen, have 
‘‘ virtually disappeared.” “With the 
present prohibitive costs, the *‘ ordi- 
nary cow-people”’ could not afford 
to buy winter feeding or fo rent 
grassland in the summer, which has 
risen to many times its former price. 
The city dairymen may have main- 
tained an average rate of produe-

OBITUARY 


MR. JOHN BURNS 


Mr. John Burns, the first working- 
man to become a British Cabinet 
Minister, died in hospital in London 
yesterday, ogee 84. He had been 
seriously Hl for some time. Born in 
London in October 20, 1858, the son 
of a Battersea engineer, John Burns 
left school at the age of ten, 
and worked first in a candle 


factory, later ag a page boy, 
as a pot boy, an as an 
apprentice engineer, Then he took 
to politics..
